Another season-end rush of tobacco 
this week ran the loose floor receipts 

up to more tlian 400,000 pounds and 
prices were almost up to iast w t t- k, 
the average being only 18 cents less. 
There was no weakness in the mark- 
et, the differenre being iue to the 
quality of tho offerings. The loose 
floor sales are now double tl .s, i f 
kurt year at this time. Much of the 
tobacco now coming in is fnMb a dist- 
ini'c and there is complaint in aome 
quarters that low contract sales are 
being jumped and the tobacco sold 
for tho higher prices prevailing.

Piece of Galvanized Iron and Few 
Boards Make* Handy Device for 
Use at Farrowing Time. 

By securing a piece of galTanlzed 
iron, 18 by 22 Inches, at the hardware 
■tore at a cost of not to exceed 20 
centa, and a piece of board 1 by 6 
inches and 6 feet long, a trough can 
be made that will prove very conven- 
ient at farrowing time, uya a North 
Dakota writer in the Farmer. Cut 
the r>-foot board into four parte, two 
18 Inches long, each, for the ends, 
and the remaining two cut into aemi-

circles 10 Inches In diameter. Nail 
these pieces together, using the seml- 
circlea for the form of the trough. 
The aheet iron Is then bent Into those 
forms to make the body of thu trough. 
A 1 by 2 Incfi strip nailed between 
the ends close to the outside edge of 
the iron, to which it may be tacked, 
adds greatly to the strength of tlm 
trough.
